Tho conferenco of dolegatoa convened 
by the Dominion Board of Trade of 
Canada fr'oiih the various colonies and 
chambers of commorco, to consider the 
subject of inter colonial triido tariff's, 
has hold several meotingfi, at which tho 
follov. ing resolutions were unanimously 
passed : — ; - '., j-^' . ' 

"That .injfche .qpiniori of this confer- 
ence it is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance for tho promotion of the com- 
mercial interests of the British Empire, 
and preservation of its unity and in- 
tegrity, to draw closer the trade rela- 
tions." 

"That, considering the increasing im- 
portance of the colonial trade of Great 
Britain, and that her colonies are with- 
out direct representation in the Im- 
perial Parliament, and, considering, 
also, that commercial treatie.s with 
foroictn states, whereby colonial in- 
terests arc deeply aflfected, are entered 
upon by the Mother Country without 
adequate consultation with the colonies, 
this conference is of opinion that in all 
matters of Imperial or Interiuitionnl 
treaties, where colonial intfrusta are 
directly or indirectly involvoLl, an en- 
deavour shoukl be made to ascertain 
the views of the colonies, and tiiat pro- 
per weight bo attached to their opin 
ions." 

"That it is desirable to form an aa- 
socifltion, whose lioad otiice shall bo in 
London, to he called tho Britisli and 
Colonial Union, for the consideration 
and furtherance of intercolonial trade, 
and tradjB f between the colonies and 
Great Britain," 

"That it is desir.able that tho powor.s 
and members of the preaent ixoyal Com- 
mission forjtbo defenci of British pos- 
EOEcions abroad should be enhir^ed; or 
that another Royal Commission should 
be appointed with the view to taking 
evidence on the subject of tho trade 
and commercial tariffs existing and in 
force between Great Britain and her 
colonies and dependencies; and that 
this conference do appoint a deputa- 
tion to wait upon the Right Honorable 
tho Earl of Kimborley, her Majesty's 
principal Secretary of State for the col- 
onies, and tho Right Honorable the 
Marquis of Hartington, her jMajosty's 
principal Secretary of State for India, 
to iirge the consideration of this matter 
upon her Majesty's government." 

"That, considering the vast and in- 
creasing importance of the trade be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies 
and dependencies, and that no depart- 
ment of the Executive Government ex- 
ists which is spei^ially charged with 
the consideration of the relations under 
which such trade is carried on, this 
committee would record its opinion 
that it highly desirable that those func- 
tions of the Executive Governthent of 
Great Britain which especially relate 
to commerce and agriculture should bo 
administered by a distinct department 
under a principal Secretary of State, 
who should be a Minister pf the Cab- 
inet."

The Russian Coitrie);'6i Moscow, con- 
tains a touchingly simple narrative, 
written Viy a member of a deputation of 
peasants, who travelled express from 
the ancient to the modern capital for 
the purpose of laying a floral tribute at 
the feet of the dead emperor, "More 
and more," writes this good peasant, 
"as we approached the church did I 
feel my heart sink within me. At last 
we entered. There were many generals 
present. They made w(iy to let us pass. 
From that moment my memory became 
confused. We fell on our knees and 
wept bitterly. We struck the pave 
nient with our foreheads and our tears 
flowed abundant and incchaustible. I 
was abhanied b-fore so many generals, 
but all was of no avail and I continued 
to weep. 'J'liere are no words that 
will e.Kpress what I felt. The coffin 
had disappeared between a mountain of 
wreaths, but General Rylieff parted 
tho mass asunder in order to place our 
crown on the breast of our father. Yes 
the wreath of the [)0or peasants rested 
on the heart of our liberator, of our 
martyr. Then our tears once more he- 
gan to flow. The general permitted us 
to kiss the hand of the dead soven ign. 
On lieholding the countenance of the 
dead monarch I became as tboLi<;h pet- 
rified. It did not at all reseinl>lu tbepot- 
raits which we all knew. Tho hair and 
beard were completely %vhite; the traces 
of crime were visible on the left eye 
lid and on the cheek. They say this 
was due to the execrable dynamite. 
But he was there in his cotlin.our mar- 
tyred Czar with an expression of in- 
effiable sweetness as though ho slept. 
A sacred image was between his hands, 
flowers encircled his head and his vis- 
age boro an aspect of such mildness 
that the most Iwrdened and depraved 
heart might have been softened by the 
spectacle of this cruel martydrom."

As 
was afterwards learned the party whom 
Harrison saw advancing were l?nulan 
and his party coming to join Clierry. 
Locke, who niui'dered Cherry, made his 
escape. Cherry's body was brought in 
by Cupt. Montgomery's company de- 
tailed for that purpose. Deep gloom 
has been cast over the garrison. 
Cherry was beloved by all who knew 
him. His career in the army was 
bright. He distinguished himself in 
the engagement with Utes bi Milk 
River, Colorado, Sept. 29th, 1879, It 
will be remembered that he saved 
Aornburg's command by masterly and 
plucky retreat in whicli his own com- 
pany's loss was very heavy. Ho was 
every inch a soldier, Locke's motive 
in killing Cherry is mysterious.

Johnny, an Indian, was charged with 
sotting tiro to a tenement on Johnson 
sireet on 16th November last. 

Mr A. N. fficholson was chosen fore- 
man of tlio jury. 

Tho Crown presecutor briefly oxplainod 
tho nature of the charwo against the pri- 
soner. 

John Coigdcrippo sworn — Was owner 
of the building in question; produced a 
ground plan (if tiie [)remise3 showing the 
position of the room belonging to Boston, 
an Indian, and Annie, hi.s clootchman, in 
which tho firo ocourrod. 

Special officer T. Linds.ay, sworn — Saw 
an Indian running excitedly on Jolmson 
street while on duty on thn night in ques- 
tion; followed him round to tho rear of 
tho premises and found a firo burning on 
a table in tho room occupied by Boston 
and Annie; tho room was brightly lit up ; 
the sash and boards were blackened and 
charred; burnt and charred stuff produc- 
ed in Court was on the table. The firo 
wan soon extinguished. 

The rest of tiiu evidoncu in this case 
wont to prove that tho window was brok- 
en in and that tho sttifl" had boon put to- 
gether with tho intention of igniting tho 
piomisos, and tliat the prisoner was soon 
running away, and when found was 
dressed among other Indians who were 
not dressed. 

Mr. MoElmon, for tho defence, con- 
tended that there waa not sufficient evi- 
dence for tho case to go to the jury. If 
his Lordship considered that it should go 
furtlior ho would call evidence to prove 
that tlio prisoner was in another Indian's 
liDU39 all aisht. 

Some amuseniont wa.s caused in Court 
by tho counsel for tho dofonco nailing the 
wrong witness. This Indian stated that 
tlie prisoner came to his house at 9 o'clock 
and witness wont to bed at 10 and did 
not see prisoner again till his arrest. 

The other Indian, a brother of the pri- 
soner, was called, who stated that ho was 
with prisoner from 11 o'clock till his ar- 
rest; prisoner did not go out till tho po- 
liceman camo after him. The avidencu of 
this witness, which was somewhat con- 
flicting, was given through an intorpro- 
tor. 

Mr M''Ehiipn rnntended that tho firo 
originated from tho inside and that the 
theory that it was dono from tho outside 
was an erroneous one. Tho rival of tlie 
prisoner in tho affections of Annie had a 
direct object in getting him out of the 
way as in that case his claim upon the 
woman would be strengthened. The pri- 
soner had no tuotivo to do such a crime; 
t is not at all certain that he knew where 
Boston lived. To convict a parson of 
such a serious offence the evidence should 
be of a more direct nature than that given 
in this case. 

Mr, Harrison, in reply, stated that it 
waa perfectly certain that tho fire was not 
accidental; nor waa it caused by tho 
drunken inmates of the adjoining house. 
Tlie evidence went to show that prisoner 
had ample time to arrancje tho material 
and set fire to it and get back to his own 
room only a short distance away without 
being missed by those who were in the 
room witli him. 

His Lordship reviewed iho evidence 
very carefully. If tho jury wore satisfied 
that the man seen running away waa tho 
prisoner then it would be easy for them 
to come to a conclusion. Tho alibi set up 
was not in his opinion fully proved. His 
Lordship then defined the different stages 
of burning and how mucli firo was neces- 
sary to boar out tho indictment. The 
question of jealousy or the motive was 
next commented on. The question of 
identity was one for tho jury to decide ; 
also, 08 to whether the house was actually 
sot on firo. They would then find on the 
one count or on tho oth<)r ur acquit tho 
prisoner altogether. 

Tho jury returned into Court with a 
verdict of not guilty.

Tho Causes of tho Ohineso Strike. 

The causes that lead to tho Chine.so 
strike and riot at YoXq are twofold. 'I'lio 
railway contractors, it must bo proniLied, 
aro in no way rosponaiblo for the dissatis- 
faction. An agreement was made 
by tho Chinese firm of Loe Chuck (?) 
with tho laborers. Tho latter agreed to 
allow tho firm two per cent, from tiieir 
wajesoachandallow the firm tofurnish tlio 
supplies required by thoiii. Tho laborers 
on 'ruo.sday last first demurred lo allow- 
ing the two por cent, and next assert- 
ed that tlie supplies furnished by tho firm 
were deficient in weight and ([uality. 
They alleged that every sack of rice and 
sugar weigliod from five to eight pounds 
leas than the quantity cliargod. To re- 
dress the grievances tho Uliino.'iO com- 
bined and 2000 nioii struck on Saturday 
last. On that day several hundred Celes- 
tials marched into Yale with picks, shovcLs 
and crowbars and mado a savage assault 
on tho contractor'.s warchnusu, breaking 
in doors and sina.shing windows and break- 
ing ur scattering a quantity of Chinese 
goods. It was stated that they were in 
search of tho agent of Lee Chuck (who is 
a Chimunan) and that not finding him 
they "went for" the warehouse. The ar- 
rest of two of the rioters and tho subse- 
quent brutal assault of the entire gang on 
tho conatablos has been published. It is 
no exaggeration to state that for the apace 
of Olio hour tho town of Yalo, with its 
valuable lives and stores full of goods as 
well as the contractor's property and the 
railway works, wore ut the mercy 'of a 
howling mob of several hundred barbar- 
ians, against whom there wore only two 
policemen to copo. The insignifianco of 
tho Yalo police force ia everywhere con- 
demned and tho presence of tho superin- 
tendent of police with sufliciont force as 
his following ia urgently demanded. A 
more serious affair may bo reported at any 
moment; anil tho local govunimunt, whosu 
skirts aro red witli the blood of tho victims 
of the Kamloops outhnv.s, will bo still 
more deeply stained should tho Cliinuse 
rise, as they havo threatened to do, and 
burn tho town down.

Pricscott, April 29. — About three 
o'clock this morning our town wa« 
aroused by the ominoua cry of "Fire!" 
The locution wn.- found to bo in Buck- 
ley's block on the north side of King 
titreet in ^ho rear part, occupied by 
Mr. J. G. Strohniyer, hatier and fur 
rier. From that the fire s})read through 
the roof »-nd into the interior of tlif 
block Willi great rapidity. Tlio fire 
engines were quickly on tho apot. They 
failed, unforiunalely, to prevent the 
tire from spreading. The Mayor, in 
the early part of the tire, telegrapiicd 
to Ogdensburg for their fire engines.

When the tido flowed 
they were covered with water, and it 
was feared that tln'v must become total 
wrecks and be broken up before naviga- 
tion could be resumed.

Thereafter, uocompatiied by a iNIetho 
dist minister, the Ar-my and several 
other Ifading merchants proceeded to 
tbu Protestant quarter to hold a meet- 
ing. They were doing so when the 
constabulary eliarged and tried to dis- 
perse them. The people said they were 
in the right, and refused to go. A 
number of scullles took place between 
the people and the police. Tho Met.li- 
odisL minister, the Rev. INIr. Quarry, 
then held a meeting, and the military 
were sent for, but before they had ar 
rived the meeting had concluded. 
Great excitement prevailed. Tho dis- 
turbances of the fir.st nights were with 
Roman Catholics, iho.se of yesterday 
were with influential Prottestants.

X BY-LAW 

FOR RAISSNC A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON 
REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE BIAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of 
the Ci'y of Victoria, as follows: 

1. The "Victoria Revonuc By-Law, 
1870," tho "Victoria Amendment Itevcu- 
ue By-Law, 1879," and tlie "Revenuo By- 
Law, 1S80,'' are liorcby repealed. 

2. li'roin and aftor tho jmasago of tlii,s 
'By-Law tho gehoral Municipal Revoiuio 
of the City r.hall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected fur tho use of the coriiuratioii, from 
sticli soiiroo.i as aro huruinaftcr provided, 

0, 'I'horc .shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected in each year upon all tho Real and 
I'er.-ional Property inontioiiod in tho aa- 
HeB.sinont roll for tho timo boing in forco 
ill the City an equal rato of oight-tenths 
of one por cent, on tho assessed value 
thereof ;>,a appears by the ,said roll. 

-1. Tho afuresiiid ta.xes shall bp duo and 
payable by the person or person.s liable 
for the same to tho collector of tho Muni- 
cipal Council at liis offico in tho City 
C'oundl Chambors, Yictoria, on the first 
day of Jutio in each year. 

f). Every person using any of tho trades, 
occnpatioiia, professions or businosa in 
f<chedulo "A" hereunto annexed particu- 
larly described shall lake out a periodical 
liceuao for such jiorioil as in tho said 
Si;hodulo"A" is sot out, paying there- 
fore such poriodical sum as is there cpo- 
cilied, which said sums shall roapoctively 
be paid in advance to and for tho uso of 
tin- t.'oi'iioration of tho City of Victoria 
and tlieir successors, 

G. No person shall uso, practice, carry 
on or exercise any trade, occupation, pro- 
fession or business in tho said Schedule 
".•V" doscribedi or iiainod without having 
taken out and had granted to liim, hor or 
tlu'in a license in that belialf, Tho licen- 
nea to be yi'anted as aforesaid may bo in 
the form in Schedule "B" to thia By-Law 
and the same aro to '10 gr.anted so as to 
tenninatc on the ;iOth day of Juno and 
the 3l8t day of Dccombor. 

7. The -annual tuxos montionod and 
authorized to bo assessed, levied and col- 
lected by the Municipal Council of tho 
City of Victoria and by virtue of tho 
"Victoria Road Ta.x By-Law, 1877," and 
tho " Victoria Road Ta.x iVmondmont 
By-Law, 1877," and tho "Road Tax 
Amendincnt By-Law, 1881" shall form 
part of tho general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid and shall be levied and assessod 
in adJitioii to all other rates and taxes. 

8. There shall bo assessed, levied and 
collected upon and from tho owner of ev- 
ery tiog rumiiug at largo within tho city 
limits an annual rato of 82.00 for each 
such dog, and for this purpose tho har- 
bonrer of anj' dog for the apaco of one 
inontii shall bo deemed tho owner thoropf. 

11. (Ill payment of any rato under tho

^Municipal Council shall furnish the ownor 
of the dog in respect to which such rato 
is paid with a receipt and also a tag or 
mark to be attached to a collar placed 
around the iiuck of such dog. 

10, The penalties and procoduros for 
enforcing this By-Law shall bo those con- 
tained in sections 113 and 115 of tho 
"Municipality Act, 1881." 

11. In tho construction of this By-Law 
in doscribinc or referring to any person 
or party, matter or thing, any word im- 
porting tho masculine gender or singular 
number shall be understood to include 
and shall bo applicable to several persons 
and parties as well as one person or 
party, and females as well as males, and 
bodies corporate as woU as 'individuals, 
several matters or things as well as one 
matter or thing, unless it bo othorwiso 
[irovideil or there bo something in the 
subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

IL' For the purposes of this By. Law 
the term "wholesale trader" shall bo 
held to meat! every proprietor of an Ex- 
press Oflico, a Gas Company, every Inveat- 
ment and Loan Society. Coal Merchant, 
Lumber dcalc, Fur trader. Foundry, 
Warehou-soiiian, and every person who 
sells goodd for the purpose of supolying 
(ither traders, or who advertise as whole- 
sale dealcri. 

Tho special rato imposed by tho 
"Water \Vurk.3 Uubeiituro and Revenuo 
By-Law, 1877," and the "By-Law to 
.luthorise tlio raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," shall continue to bo raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under the By- 
Law, and shall be applied to tho purposes 
speoilied in tho said By-Laws respectively, 

I I. Tho annual tax authorised to bo 
.-issessed, levied and collected hy the 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," as 
amended by tho "Victoria Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1877)" and tho 
"Road Tax Amendment By-Law, 1881," 
shall C'intinuo t'3 be a.ssossod, levied and 
collected in addition to the rato and taxes 
iuipiised by this By-Law, and shall form 
part of the general Municipal Rovonuo 
aforesaid. 

1 h. For tho purposes of this By-Law a 
retail trader shall be held to mean every 
person carrying on any business or calling 
not otherwise specially mentioned, within 
the City limits, 

10. This By-Law may bo cited as tho 
"Victoria Revenue By-Law, 1881." 
. All penall ies and other moneys recov-
